The Senate's action was a re- 


buke of President Thieu, who 
ordered an investigation into the 
My Ul affair only after reports 
of It were published in the Unit- 
ed States. 


The Senate resolution in ef- 


fect, rejected the government's 
Nov. 22 report that no such mas- 
sacre occurred at the coastal 
hamlet on March 16,1968. 


The Senate also demanded 


that Thieu take steps to safe- 
guard "the lives and property of 
the people, especially those in 
contested areas." 


The Senate also demanded 


that Thieu "take the Initiative In 
the conduct of the war" by "uni- 
fying the commands between 
the South Vietnamese armed 
forces and the allies." 


An earlier resolution of Sen.

the first time with more pay.

listees as much as 100 per cent, 
with a figure of $5,500 a year 
mentioned as a desired level.

Thus, a soldier agreeing 
to stay on after first enlistment 
would not serve any set term 
but, like officers, would remain 
In uniform until asking to resign 
or retire.

On the outskirts of every 


sizable city, at least one big, 
barnlike structure houses a 
weekly auto auction. De- 
signed for dealers only, the 
auction barn forms a mar- 
ketplace for the wholesaling 
of used cars. 


If you've ever gazed wist- 


fully at such a facility, wish- 
ing you could stop by and 
snag a bargain, you are a 
prime candidate for the new- 
est wrinkle in auto sales— 
the open auction. 


The open auction is sim- 


ilar to the dealers' auction, 
but caters to private buyers. 
The stock to be sold is sup- 
plied by individuals or par- 
ties with bulk stocks to dis- 
pose of. 


An owner can bring in his 


car, pay a small fee to have 
H included in the week's 
sale, and hope for the best. 
If it sells he gets the money; 
if not, he gets his car back. 


Bulk users of the auction 


barns include banks offering 
repossessions and r e n t a l 
agencies anxious to peddle 
older models up for replace- 
ment. 


So far, retail auto auctions 


are not plentiful. A number 
of them arc clustered in the 
New York-New Jersey area, 
but 
the remainder 
a r e 


spread 
thinly across the 


country. They've gotten as 
far south as Tampa, how- 
ever, and as far west as Los 
Angeles, so the phenomenon 
is hardly regional. 


The spread is apt to in- 


crease, because the biggest 
operator in the field—Nation- 
wide Auto Auctions, Ltd.—is 
franchising 
its know-how. 


Out .of its experience has 
come an idea that is prob- 
ab£yithe key to auction suc- 
cess. 


The idea goes right to (he 


heart of the used-car busi- 
ness. The thing the used-car 
buyer fears most, Nation- 
wide reasoned, is buying a 
car that turns out to be a 
mechanical disaster. 


Questionable practices had 


nearly ruined the "guaran- 
tee" as a believable device. 
Obviously, 
something else 


was needed. 


That something else is a 


"medical" report on each 
car to be auctioned. Done by 
an independent, diagnostic 
clinic equipped with all man- 
ner of sophisticated equip- 
ment, the report lists any 
faults the car may have to- 
gether with an estimate of 
the cost of their repairs. 


This candid condition re- 


port is pasted right on the 
windshield of the car to be 
sold.

Formula for Hormone Use 
In Arresting Growth 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—Why do children grow 


so fast when they reach the 
age of 13 or 14? 


A—Although the e x a c t 


time of rapid growth varies 
in different persons, a sharp 
increase in height, starting 
between the ages of 11 ana 
13, is a physiologic phenom- 
enon. It is largly controlled 
by an increase in pituitary 
hormone. 


Q—At what age does a girl 


stop growing? If she has her 
diseased tonsils jrernoved, be- 
fore she reaches tier 
full 


growth will she have a bet- 
ter chance of growing a little 
taller? 


A—With a few exceptions 


girls attain their full height 
when they are between 17 
and 18 and boys between 18 
and 19. The presence or ab- 
sence 
of diseased 
tonsils 


would have no appreciable 
effect on a person's growth. 


Q—My daughter. 9, is 6m 


inches tall. She has always 
been tall for her age. One 
doctor advised giving 
hormones 
to c h e c k 


growth a n d another 
against this. What do 
advise? 


A—This Is u controversial 


question. 
Although 
female 


hormones will curb a girl's 
growth they will also pre- 
cipitate the anxieties asso- 
ciated with budding sexual 
maturity at an age when she 
is 
ill-prepared 
to 
handle 


them. Those who favor the 
use of hormones advise that 
they not be given unless 
i 1 1 


the height of both parents is 


over 70 inches and (2) twice 
the girl's height on her sec- 
ond birthday also exceeds 70 
inches. If you decide to use 
this treatment, it must be 
started before your daughter 
reaches 
her 12th birthday 


and before her bone age is 
12 years. 


Q—Our son, 13, is thin as 


a rail, 61 inches tall and still 
growing. He has outgrown 
his father and older brother. 
Our doctor says that his 
pituitary gland is overactiya 
but not to worry aboutitj 
What do you advise? 


A—Since your doctor 
is 


not unduly concerned, I as- 
sume that your son is not 
acromegalic" 
(a 
pituitary 


giant). See that he gets 
plenty of rest because rapid 
growth can be exhausting, 
(live him a well-balanced 
diet so that his muscular de- 
velopment can catch up with 
his bony development. En- 
courage him to play basket- 
ball or tennis.

where mental health institutions 
were 30 years ago when they 
were called "snake pits." 


"People now recognize that 


those with mental illness are 
human beings, but U may take 
some court action to reform 
prisons," be said.

kansas' prison system was in a 
"desperate situation" because 
of a lack of money, 


"I don't think there's a good 


prison anywhere," he said. 
"Conditions in prisons in other 
states are atrocious to the point 
they make Arkansas look meek, 
but they have enough money to 
hide it."

jor oil company's expenses in

tax reform bill have come under 
..scrutiny of the fcternal Revenue 
Service. 


The IRS action results from a 


complaint 
by 
Sen. William 


Proxmlre, D-Wls., who contend- 
ed Shell Oil Co. forced its em- 
ployees to attend "brain-wash- 
ing" sessions giving the compa- 
ny's view of oil depletion and oil 
Imports. 


Proxmlre said he expected 


Shell would try to deduct the 
cost of the sessions—which he 
termed lobbying—as business 
expenses. He said this clearly 
would be In violation of tax 
codes. 


In a letter made public by 


Proxmlre, the Internal Revenue 
service wrote him: 


"The facts . . . are not suffi- 


ciently detailed to form the ba- 
sis of any firm conclusion on the 
matter. However, we agree with 
you that if these activities do In 
fact constitute lobbying within 
the meaning of the applicable 
statute, 
the fact that the lob- 


bying is directed to employees 
would not convert It to a deduct- 
ible expenditure." 


The IRS added that the com- 


plaint requires a finding of act 
and the matter Is being referred 
to the district director having 
jurisdiction over Shell. 


When asked for comment, a 


Shell executive referred to a 
statement issued by the compa- 
ny when Proxmlre 
made the 


complaint in October. The com- 
pany responded then: 


"Because of the present num- 


ber of issues of extraordinary 
importance 
which could sub- 


stantially affect the oilbusiness, 
and the people who work in it, 
we felt it desirable to acquaint 
our employees with our views 
on these issues, We believe that 
we have a right and, indeed, a 
duty to do so." 


The tax reform bill, signed 


into law Tuesday by President 
Nixon, included numerous pro- 
visions which the oil industry 
vigorously opposed. 


It lowered the mineral deple- 


tion allowance from 27': to \V\V 
per cent, applied a new 10 pi-r 
cent income tax to otherwise 
shelteied earnings and knocked 
out olhei tax benefits by holding 
production payments to be loans 
instead of Ilk'OHIO. 


Proxmire has also complained

against the IKW tax bill.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Black 


extremists made more than 100 
attacks In the past six months 
on the nation's police offlcei's, 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
reported today, 


to a year-«nd report on FBI 


activities during 1969, Hoover 
said at least seven policemen 
died and more than 120 others 
were tajtlred In combat with 
militant Negro groups. 


He released no figures on the 


number of Negroes killed in the 
skirmishes. 


But he said "extremistall-Ne- 


gro, 
hate-type organizations, 


such as the Black Panther Par* 
ty, continued to fan the flames 
of riot and revolution" during 
the year. 


"Many of these groups, whose 


leaders preach violence and 
hatred of the white race, have 
been Involved in shootouts with 
local police," he said. 


"Many attacks on police by 


black extremists," he added, 
"are 
unprovoked and nothing 


more than planned ambushes." 


Although Hoover did not men- 


tion It, Black Panther leaders 
have accused the Justice De- 
partment, and the FBI, of tak- 
ing part In an organized nation- 
al campaign to destroy the 
group. The department official- 
ly denied it. 


While condemning black ex- 


tremists, Hoover also predicted 
"an upsurge in recruitingactlvi- 
ty" by the Ku Klux Klan in the 
wake of the release from prison 
of Robert M. Shelton, Imperial 
wizard of the United Klans of 
America. 


Shelton was freed last month 


after serving a federal prison 
term for contempt of Congress. 


Hoover contended there was a 


marked shift during 1969 In the 
so-called New Left 
movement, 


with many groups now advocat- 
ing "violent revolution." 


Referring to the students fora 


Democratic 
Society, 
Hoover 


said all of its factions support 
"the concept of a Marxist-Len- 
inist revolutionary group dedi- 
cated to the violent overthrow of 
the United States government." 


He singled out the Weather- 


man faction of SDS as a particu- 
larly violent element that seeks 
"seeks to establish itself in the 
vanguard of the revolutionary 
movement by engaging In ter- 
roristic tactics." 


And 
he said the SDS was 


largely responsible for student 
unrest during the past year on 
the nation's college campuses. 


Those disturbances, he said, 


resulted In more than 4,000 ar- 
rests, more than $3 million In 
damage, one death and more 
than 125 injuries at more than 
225 college campuses during tho 
1968-69 school year. 


"Continuing the trend," he 


said, "the current school year 
has 
seen approximately 215 


demonstrations thus far, Includ- 
ing 24 sit-ins or building sei- 
zures." 


Hoover listed 16 incidents of 


arson on campuses, two bomb- 
Ings, more than 350 arrests and 
33 police officers injured in the 
school year that began last Sep- 
tember. 


In discussing 
the 
anti-war 


movement, Hoover charged that 
"a number of Individuals" on 
the steering committee of the 
New Mobilization Committee to 
End the War in Vietnam "are, 
or have been affiliated with old- 
line communist groups." He 
named 
only 
Arnold Johnson, 


public relations director fur the 
Communist Party, USA. 


Moreover, he said, those indi- 


viduals are "coordinating their 
activities 
with 
international 


Communist elements."

Congress got all the head- 


lines last year because of 
the hearings on the Tax Re- 
form Bill, but the big income- 
tax news that wit! affect 
your filing of a 1969 return 
was made by I n t e r n a l 
Revenue Service. 


You may not have read too 


much about the IRS action 
hut it was a drastic over- 
haul of the tax forms you'll 
use this year. 


Form 
1040-A, the com- 


puter-card which was used 
as the quick and casv way 
of filing a tax return by 19.- 
000,000 people last year, is 
no more.

As a result, IRS has 
b e c o m e convinced, some 
users of the short form re- 
turn needlessly overpaid on 
their tax. 


The new arrangement is 


designed to put everybody 
on an equal footing and to 
open the door to tax-saving 
opportunities to everyone. 


IRS calls its new system 


the "building-bloc k tech- 
nique." 


Kxeryone starts with the 


basic Form HMO. which is 
now a one-page return. Then 
you add supplements to your 
Form 1040 as your individual 
circumstances require. 


There are 10 supplements, 


or schedules, so some tax- 
payers will be required to 
file as many as II forms this 
>ear to complete their re- 
turn. Hut for nearly 50 per 
cent of all filers. IRS be- 
lieves that basic Form 1040, 
alone, is nil that will be 
required.

and 'all of them have been 
redesigned, first-year errors 
are certain to be made un- 
less instructions are care- 
fully followed.

1866 nickel with rays on the 
reverse was also minted for 
a short period in 1867. but 
the design was not well ac- 
cepted by the p ti b 1 i c and 
later in that same year the 
rays were removed. 


Q—Why did they discon- 


tinue the flag pole on the 
dome of Montlccllo—Jeffer- 
son's home on the reverse of 
the nickel? 


A—There Is no flag pole on 


Monticello — either on 
the 


building itself or Its likeness 
on the Jefferson nickel. What 
you may be referring to is a 
die-break running from the 
dome to the upper rim on the 
wartime n i c k e l issued at 
San Francisco. It runs di- 
rectly through the large let- 
ter S causing it to appear as 
a dollar sign or as a flag 
pole. 
Q—Isn't It true that the so 


called w a r t i m e n i c k e l s 
issued between 
1942 and 


1945 w e r e actually silver- 
plated? I have seen some 
showing this plate partially 
peeled away. 


A—During World War II, 


silver was considered scarce 
material and the five-cent 
piece from 1942 to 1945 was 
Issued in an alloy of 56 per 
cent c o p p e r , 35 per cent 
silver and 9 per cent man- 
ganese. The "peeling" was 
due to a lamination effect re- 
sulting from poor homogeni- 
zatlon In the melt.
